THE WILL OF O. W. CHILDS 
FILED FOR PROBATE, 


The Value of the Large Estate and 
Its Distribution—Sensational 
vorce Case Before Judge Mc- 
Kinley—Funk Held to ,Answer— 
The Salvationists— Court Notes 

Neu Cases. 


The will of O. W. Childs, Sr., de- 
ceased, was filed yesterday afternoon, 
together with a petition for its admis- 
sion to probate. It is dated November 
16, 1883, and contains a codicil of the 
same. The will is quite a long docu- 
ment, and provides that the large 
estate shall be divided between his 
widow, Mrs. Emeline Childs, and their 
six children, according to the pro- 
visions of the title of succession of 
the Civil Code. By these provisions 
the widow receives half the estate and 
the children Share and share alike. 

Mrs. Childs is named as sole exec- 
utrix of the will, and all its provisions 
are designed as completely as legal 
pbraseology can make them, to dem- 
onstrate the confidence and affection 
which the testator felt for his beloved 
wife. She is appointed without bond, 
and is empowered to buy and sell 
property without securing any order 
ot court, and without requiring her to 
render an account of her acts to any 
court. 

Mrs. Childs is appointed guardian of 

the children without requiring ber to 
give a bond or inventory, or to make 
any settlement or accounting to any 
court. By subsequent clauses she is 
required to pay to the children, as they 
come of age, that portion of the estate 
to which they are entitied; provided, 
however, that if in her judgment it is 
not best to pay the whole amount at 
that time, sus may act as she deems 
proper, until they are 25 years of age, 
when the whole amount shall be paid. 
It is expressly provided that the 
executrix shall be independent, as far 
as possible, of any interference of any 
court, and be the sole judge of what is 
best to be done in the management of 
the estate. 
The codicil merely provides for the 
continuing of the work of finishing the 
Childs’s Opera-house, in course of con- 
struction at the time the will was 
drawn, should he die before its com- 
pletion. That contingency did not 
arise, and the codicil therefore became 
inoperative. The will and codicil 
were witnessed by W. J. Brodrick and 
R. H. Chapman, and the petition was 
filed by Stephen M. White, Esq., as 
attorney for Mrs. Childs. 

The petition for probate sets forth 
the nature and value of the estute, its 
total value being placed at $1,000,000. 
The children are O. W. Childs, Jr., 
aged 25; Stephen V. Childs, aged 12; 
Miss Emma S. Childs, aged 21; Miss 
Carrie N. Childs, aged 19; Miss Ruth 
E, Childs, aged 17, and Miss Hortense 
Childs, aged 10. 

The personal property is made up of 
the following items: Cash, $6122.56; 
805 shares of the stock of the Main- 
street and Agricultural Park Railroad 
Company, valued at $15,250; 85 shares 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank stock, 
valued at $200,009; 365 shares Los Ange- 
les Lighting Company stock, valued at 
$2500; 2 shares Angeles Abstract 
valued at 8500; 100 
shares urity Savings Bank stock, 
valued at 810.000; bonds, bills payable, 
and solvent debts, value at 
$19.345.65; making a total of $318,718.21.

SENSATIONAL DIVORCE CASE. 

A sensational divorce case was on 
trial before Judge McKinley yesterday, 
in Department No. 5 of the Superior 
Court, behind closed doors. It was 
the case of J. G. de Turk against his 
wife, Mrs. Emma C. de Turk. Mr. 
de Turk is quite a wealthy man, his 
fortune being variously estimated at 
from one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The complaint 
was filed by the plaintiff about a year 
ago, and in it he accused his wife of 
adultery with a compositor who has 
been at work on the Los Angeles 
Tribune, named Bob Sutherland. 
Afterward Mrs. de Turk filed a cross 
complaint asking for divorce ou simi- 
lar grounds, and naming as co-re- 
spondent a housekeeper who had lived 
with herself and busband. She also 
demanded half the estate. 

The case brought by the husband 
came to issue yesterday, and a number 
of witnesses were in attendance. Mrs. 
de Turk is a neatly-dressed woman, 
about 35 years of age. She is quite 
tall, and bas somewhat irregular fea- 
tures. She is a brunette, and appeared 
in court dressed in black, with a heavy 
veil, which she afterward removed. 
husband wore an ordinary busi- 
ness suit of clothes, and both be and 
his wite seemed determined to go clear 
to the bottom, and have everything 
told that could be told, as long as the 
case had got into the courts. 

Mr. de Turk is represented by Henry 
T. Gage, Esq., and Mrs. de Turk by 
stephen M. White, Esq. As soon as 
court convened the doors were closed 
and all persons excluded except those 
entitled to be present. 

During the morning only two wit- 
nesses were examined, among them 
belug a waiter at the Vienua Buffet, 


| who testified to seeing Mrs. de Turk at 


the Flag Cottage when that disrep- 


utable resort was in operation. She 
was there in company with some man, 
and the witness was positive that the 
defendant was the woman he saw 
there. 

Mrs. McNemera, who was quite 
friendly with Mrs. de Turk, testified 
to the extreme friendliness of Mrs. de 
Turk and Bob Sutherland for each 
other. Mrs. de Turk frequently came 
to her residence, and sometimes Suth- 
erland came there also. On one occa- 
sion she saw Mrs. de Turk sitting on 
his lap. She had also seen Mrs. de 
Turk meet Sutherland on the street, 
and testified that they had regular sig- 
nals for each other, which were fre- 
quently put in use. She described the 
affection which each seemed to have for 
the other, and Mrs. de Turk’s face was 
a study during the testimony given by 
the witness, particularly when the wit- 
ness related profane epithets which 
she said she had heard Mrs. de Turk 
use about her husband. 

The witnesses were subjected, to 
rigid cross-examination by Mr. White, 
and much of the testimony was 
hardly fit for publication.

THE OPENING LAST NIGHT 4 
GRAND SUCCESs, 


The Pavilion ‘Transformed Into a 
Bower of Beauty—Tho Finest 
Floral Display Ever Seen in 
Southern California—Some of the 
Noticeable Foatures— The „Eiffel 


Tower“ Programme. me 
Southern California is a land. of 


surprises. Grand, indeed, are her 
triumphs. Nature, here, is in league 
With all that is beautiful, as well as 
sunshine. Everywhere does her soul 
appear. Sue has a voice of sublimity 
in her majestic mountains; 
of the illimitable in her widespread 
plains, and the incarnation of beauty 
in her untold wealth of flowers. 

The gates of fairyland. seemed to 
have opened last night at the Pavilion. 
It was a picture that filled the eye and 
all the higher senses. It was like a 
dream of beauty, a panorama of tra- 
grance and color.

picture is the “Eiffel Tower,” a minia- 
ture representation of that wonder of 
the world. It is 50 feet in height and 
22 feet at the base, upon the lower 
floor, its top touching the Pavilion’s 
roof. Its lofty sides are covered with 
evergreens, intermingled through all 
its wide lower arches with pure white 
roses. Above the arches is the musi- 
cians’ platform, with an encircling 
parapet, thick-set with lovely cailas. 
Above this platform is another line of 
s potless lilies, through which gleam 
the richly-coiored lights, as in a fairy 
wer. Up and up the eye climbs, and 
still gay-colored lights flash aud flowers 
brighten, like stars, the tower’s loft 
columns. At its summit is set a bril- 


sides with streamers, which stretch 
from its apex to the upper galleries, 
the effect is that of a vast, bell-shaped 


ceals the roof. It is as if the very 
rafters had burst into bloom and their 
‘hundred petals of gold and white bad 
unfoided in beauty. 

Iu the front and at the rear of the 
tower rise tall, from their shing petals, 
the three-lipped fountains, whose 
crystal waters splash softly downward 
with a murmurous flow into the lily 
and palm-filled cisterns. Here the 
white callas lift their nun-like faces, 
and the palms’ long leaves quiver at 
the kiss of the water-drops. 70 

The front of the platiorm is a vast 
bank of callas, intermingled with their 
green leaves. Upon the floor, at the 
edge, are N palms and potted 
cedars, making a lovely hedge about it,

It is the 
booth of artistic table decorations, 
and the most refined taste has spread 
its feast. Here Mesdames Stillson, 
Flint and Davisson held royal court 
last eve, and gave a Rosebud Din- 
ner. Venus and Juno would have 
been delighted had they been bidden 
to the feast. The table cover was 
caught up at regular intervals 
clusters of pink roses 
and graceful ferns. Boutonnieres 
of rose buds nestled 
in dainty napkins, which were folded 
like an opening rose. Upon the silken 
scarf in the center were placed tin 

baskets of delicate pink rosebuds wit 

borders of smilax, which clustered 
about a basket of roses of the same 
lovely hue. The rich and costly china, 
and the silyer knives with their beau- 
tifully embossed handles, were from 
Meyberg’s, and were in keeping with 
the whole inviting picture. 

In the rear of these booths were the 
magnificent pyramids of thousands of 
many-colored roses. What piles of 
fragrance they were, and how they 
smiled at the tinkling fountain, and 
filied the room with a glory like that of 
the sunrise.

The second annual testival, 
which could not hold a candle to this, 
cleared 87200. 

THE PROGRAMME. 

The programme was changed some- 
what on account of the inability of 
several persons to be present.

The musicians were 
placed on a platform made especiully 
for them in the Eiffel tower. The 
tower atiracted more attention than 
any design in the hall.

It would be almost impossible to do 
justice to the floral pieces, The model 
ot Eiffel tower id wonderful piece or” 
work. It extends from the center of 
the first floor to the top of the build- 
Ing. It is brilliantly 11 by a 75 
candle power electric light from the 
ceiling, and electric lights flash 
from its sides and center from 
the floor to the ceiling. It is 
the first thing that attracts the 
eye of the visitor when he enters the 
hall, and it is almost impossible for 
him to take his eye off of it to inspect 
the other beautiful floral pieces. 

Immediately in frontof the tower 
and facing the main entrance is a mag- 
nificent fountain 16 feet in diameter. 
A crystal-like stream of water is 
thrown from the fountain, and falls in 
four pans. The lower one is lined with 
calla lilies. Beyond the tower and 
next to the stage is another fountain 
of like dimensions.

East 
of the tunnel valuable business prop- 
erty will be created, where at present 
no street exists, and property to the 
west will certainly be worth at least a 
third more as soon as the street is 
opened. The benefit which will accrue 
to the business section of First street 
is too evident to need any comment. 
The Council has done well in its leg- 
islation on the subject thus far, hav- 
ing responded to an undoubted pop- 
ular demand for this great and neces- 
sary municipal improvement, and we 
hope to see the Mayor actively for- 
ward the views of the city legislature. 
This is a vitally necessary improve- 
ment, which is urgently needed by the 
residents in the western part of the 
city; by the farmers on the western 
plains and foothills, and by the mer- 
chants around the business center.

THE CASS PARASITE. 


The Board of Supervisors and a 
Party of Experts, After a Thor- 
ough Examination, nounce 
the Bug a Fatlure—A Unanimous 
Sentiment in Favor of Washing 
and Spraying. 


The Cass bug has been punctured. 


Agricultural Department, Alexander 
Craw, C. M. Heintz of the Rural Cali- 
fornian and George Compere as ex- 
perts, visited the Cass orchard yester- 
day afternoon, for the purpose of de- 
termining whether he had in his or- 
chard any parasites working upon the 
red scale to any extent. 

The investigation brought forth some 
interesting facts. It was proven that 
a very large per cent. of the red scale 


this was al], or in part, the work ofa 
parasite is questionable. It was the 
opinion of the experts that the 
elements entered largely” into de- 
struction of the pest, as it is a well- 
knowin fact that severe cold and rainy 
weather is detrimental! to insect life. 
Of course the twice-stabbed lady-bug 


to a limited extent, and in a sense is a 
parasite, but it does notoccupy the 
same relative position to the red scale 
that the vedolia does to the cottony 
cushion. So far as could be observed, 
this was the only parasite that was in 
unvway feeding upon this particular 
scale. The reports that have been 
more or less circulated that the red 
scale was diminishing on the trees, at 
present,can hardly be borne out by the 
facts, as scales were found on most all 
of the trees, and some of them were 
found literally alive with scale. 

While the party was out,and after 
having satisfied themselves in regard 
to the questions at issue in the Cass 
orchard, several other orchards were 
visited, and comparisons were made 
between orchards that had been 
sprayed and cleaned with those that 
had been negiected or left to the para- 
sites—that are said to be doing such 
heroic work on insect pests in this sec- 
tion of the county. The contrast was 
indeed a remarkable one. Orchards 
that had been sprayed showed a vigor- 
ous growth, the foliage was bright and 
clean and the fruit in every way su- 
perior to those which had been taken 
care of by the predacious insects. 

The Kellogg orchard, located 
near Mr. Cass's = and Capt. 
Moore’s also, who had not sprayed, 
were indeed in a wretched condition. 
The fruit, the foliage and the limbs 
were infested with obnoxious insects, 
while on the other hand, the orchards 
of George Dalton, Maj. Knowlton and 
G. J. McDonald, all believing it a wise 
policy to fight insect pests by artificial 
means, in the absence of parasites, 
showed a remarkable contrast. The 
trees were found clean and vigorous, 
the foliage bright and clean, and the 
fruit healthy and luscious. 

Possibly the most striking illustra- 


chard subject to artificial means of 
fighting the pest, and one left to para- 
sites, is that between Mr. Cass’s and 
Mr. Mead’s, located side by side. The 
triotism of the Cass parasites is in-

The chairman of the Board of Super- 
visors was kind enough to baptize the 
dual-stabbed lady-bug with a technical 
name. He calls it the Humbugii. He 
recommends an extra strong wash to 
kill this particular bug. 

Supervisor Hubbard: Cass parasite 
is no good. I consider it a fraud. 
Spraying is the only thing for this 
country. 

Supervisor Davis: There is not evi- 
dene. <uflicient to prove that there are 
any predacious insects in this orchard, 
which does not look healthy. I am in 
for spraying. The parasite is an un- 
known quantity. — 

Supervisor Martin: No para- 
Spraying; spray twice. 

Alexander Craw: We can’t depend 
on the twice-stabbed lady-bug. You 
must spray to clean up our orchards. 

Prof. Coquillett: The bug has not 
done its work.

LEGAL POINTS. 
A BUSY DAY IN THE POLICE 
COURTS. 


Justice Van Doren Takes Up the Day 
With a Civil Case—The National- 
ist Mecting—The Raymond Closed 
for the Summer. | 


Yesterday morning Justice Van 
Doren of the Recorder’s Court was 
kept in the J udge’s chair for several 
hours with the trial of the civil action 
of L. D. Crandall vs. W. H. Syme and 
wife, Mrs, Louise Syme, the first real 
business of a legal nature that has 
been recorded within the four walls of 
the courtroom in many a long day. 


The substance of the above-referred- 


to case is quickly told. Action was 
brought by Plaintiff Crandall to obtain 
judgment against the defendants in 
the sum of $200, with legal interest 
thereon from the 26th day of March, 
1890, to date of final judgment, and for 
costs, petitioner alleging that amount 


of judgment prayed for was part of a 


contract made by the said de- 
fendants with one George A. 
Emrick, in which contract de- 


fendants agreed to pay the said 
Emrick $25 per month for occupying 
for them a certain ranch near San 
Bernardino, Cal. It is alleged that 
Emrick, in pursuance of the contract, 
occupied the ranch for 12 months, and 
then sold his demand against defend- 
ants to plaintiff; further, it is alleged 
that defendants had paid on theclaim 
$100. The defendants, each severing 
from co-defendant, filed answers of 
denial of each and every allegation 
of plaintiff’s complaint.

At its conclusion Justice Van Doren 
rendered a judgment in favor of the 
plaintiff in the sum of $43.11, with 
costs, Which amounted to about $30.

FARM TOPICS. 


Pruning Fig Trees. 
| Bulletin. | 

Large numbers of young fig trees 
will be set out this spring. E. W. 
Haslin says that in his first planting 
he made a great mistake in not prun- 
ing young trees. It is his beliet that 
the “tree should be trained in the way 
it should go,“ and not be allowed to 
make long bare branches, instead of 
forming a stalky head. The better 
way is in the first year“ to pinch the 
lateral branches as they appear, so as 
to force the young trees to grow a 
single trunk. The second year cut 
back the trees to about twenty 
inches from the ground and suffer 
not more than three limbs to grow, 
four er five inches apart. The third 
year reduce the limbs to about a foot 
long, and grow from each limb two or 
three branches. All branches cross- 
ing or growing on the interior of the 
tree should be cut out. The White 
Adriatic, especially, should be pruned 
gobiet-shaped, with plenty of space in 
the interior of the tree, for the reason 
that the leaves have an acid juice, 
which affects some persons similar to 
poison oak. The leaves being harsh 
makes it a disagreeable task to gather 
the figs and to work in the trees where 
the branches are too close together.“ 


Wainut-growing. 
[Alhambra Review. | 

Dr. W. R. Jones of Alhambra is 
feeling some horticultural pleasure, us 
well he may, over his 90 acres just set 
to walnuts. He has chosen the me- 
dium-shell nuts, and has planted them 
50 feet apart. The farmers in the 
vicinity of his ranch plant other crops 
between the rows, and up to within 
three feet of the trees. Dr. Jones be- 
lieves that this does not give the 
trees a fair showing, and proposes 
to leave 10 feet on each side of the 
tree; he says, from a former experience 
which be had with walnut growing, 
that the crop raised in these 380-foot 
strips between the trees will more 
than pay all the expenses of his ranch, 
from the very first to the time when 
the trees come into full bearing. In 
about eight years they will commence 
to bear, and from that time he will be 
in- possession of an income which 
could not be made from three times 
that number of acres in the East.

The Value of Earth-worms. . 

Darwin estimated that worms, by 
swallowing earth for the sake of the 
vegetable matter it contains and form- 
ing castings, brings to the surface as 
much as 10 tons of earth per annum on 
anacre. Worms are great promoters 
of vegetation by boring, perforating 
and loosing the soil, and rendering it 
pervious to rains and the fibers of 
plants by drawing straws and 
stalks of leaves and twi into 
it, and, most of all, by throwing 
up such infinite numbers of lumps of 
earth called worm casts, which form 
afine manure for grain and grass. 


become cold, hardbound, void of fer- 
mentation, and consequently sterile; 
this has occurred in many cases where 
the worms have been either accident- 
ally or intentionally destroyed, and 
the fertility of the soil thus lost has 
— been restored when the worms 
had again collected and resumed their 
fertilizing work. 


The Peach Crop of 1890. 

We clip the following from a New 
York exchange: That man does not 
live who can estimate the peach crop 
of 1890. The chances are all against a 
good crop east of the Mississippi, ex- 
cept in Georgia, where it may be fair. 
It is possible the peach region of the 
Chesapeake Bay will not yield 5 per 
cent. of an average. Any who smile 
at this and have faith in their own 
wisdom, can find promising chances for 
a fortune. We know of a peach-grower, 
who is also a packer, who will sell the 
product of a peach orchard of 2200 
trees for $150, and these are trees from 
three to eleven years old, located on 
the south side of the Rappahannock 
River, in Virginia, a section protected 
by salt water environment. Ovifers, 
such as this, can be found in all sec- 
tions about here, aud are not taken.“

Prospect of Good Fruit Crops. 
[Elsinore Press. | 

Tbe Pomona Progress of Thursday 
last published a report from nearly all 
Southern California relative to the 
prospects of the peach, apricot and 
prune crop of 1890. The general opin- 
ion is that while the peach crop of this 
region will be slightly less than last 
year, the prune crop will be the largest 
ever known in this part of the State, 
and apricots will yield better than at 
any time in several years. In Orange 
county prunes promise as well, but 
peaches there will be little less than 
the average. Of apricots the eastern 
part of Los Angeles county will pro- 
duce an exceptionally large crop, and 
San Bernardino will produce a crop 
about as large as that of last year.

English sparrows in addition to their 
other evil traits have developed a taste 
for the tender lawn grass in many of 
the grounds about Oakland. In some 
places they will alight by hundreds and 
devour every blade of grass for aspace 
of five or ten feet. hey will then 
leave and select another spot and go 
through. the same operation. A num- 
ber of gardeners are complaining bit- 
terly of the depredations of the English 
sparrow, and we again warn our people 
to take action regarding their de- 
struction before it is hopelessly too 
late. They can at least be kept in 
subjection, if not destroyed, by prop- 
erly constructed laws. :

FLORIDA INSECT PESTS. 


An Important Communicatiom from 
Secretary Lelong. 

The following letter from Secretary 
Lelong fully explains itself: 

C. M: Heintz, Proprietor Rural Califor- 
nian—Dear Sim: Yours of the 16th inst. 
with regard to the different species of scale 
insects that infest citrus trees in Florida 
received, and beg to reply to your questions 
as follows, viz.: 

First—How destructive in your estima- 
tion is the Florida purple, long and red 
scales? 

The — scale (Mytilaspis citricola), | 
which is one of the must common species 0 
scale insects found on citrus trees in 
Florida, was im into Fiorida (Jack- 
sonvi'le) in 1855 on some lemons sont from 


Bermuda, Since that time it has spread | 35c. 


over many of the largest orange districts, 
and is very injurious to the tree 
and fruit. The Long or Giover’s scale 
(Mytilaspis gloverit) is also a very common 
species on citrus trees in Florida. It in- 
fests the fruit, leaves and bark of the trees, 
and is usually agsociated with the purple 
scale (Mytilaspis citricola). This scale 
insect is supposed to have been introduced 
into Florida about forty years ago, op some 
trees purchased of a shipin New York from 
China, and from those trees this scale ts 
said to have spread, The Florida red scale 
(Aspediotus ficus) is similar to the red 
scale (Aspediotus aurantii) found in and 
about Orange (Australian type). It was 
first observed in 1879 on a sour orange tree 
which was brought from Havana, Cuba, in 
1874. Since that time it has spread consid- 
erably. This — infests the limbs, 
leaves and fruit indiscriminately, and dis- 
figures the fruit and also the tree. By this 
you will see that these scale insects are 
very injurious to both tree and fruit, and 
that through buying trees from abroad is 
how they became permanontly established 
in that State. 

Second—Do you think it would thrive in 
our climate, and alsoin the northern por- 
tion of the State? 

Certainly, our climate is wonderful! 
favorable to the propagation and dissemi- 
nation of injurious t pests. 

Third—Do you recommend using sprays 
or washes, or the gag treatment, to hold it 
in check? 

I recommend the destruction of the trees 
wherever found. Remedies do not reach 
all insects, and the destruction of the in- 
fested tree is the only way to prevent these 
insect pests from becoming permanently 
established in our State. 

Fourth—Is it not the duty of the State 
Board of Horticulture to quarantine the 
whole State against impo stock coming 
from infested localities, and if any State 
law provides for so sweeping quarantine 
regulations why not put it in force? 

The-State Board appointed all the in- 
spectors of the various counties throughout 
the State as quarantine guardians, in ac- 
cordance with section 7, page 90, and sec- 
tion 3, page 414. Statutes of 
California, 1889, for the purpose of enforc- 
ing the State law. This latter section gives 
the quarantine guardians full authority to 
enter into any place to inspect t fruits, 
etc. Section 2, Statutes of California, 1889, 
page 413, gives the county boards and the 
inspectors thereof authority to cause any 
infested stock that is infested with ary- 
thing liable to spread contagion to be de- 
stroyed, and any person or persons neg- 
lecting to obey the provisions of this act will 
be gu 1 misdemeanor. This act isa 
general law, and persons are presumed to 
have notice of ite provisions, and no one in 
any prosec 
ignorance

Why 1000 Will Not Bes Leap Year. 

The question is often asked: Will 
the year 1900 be a leap year?” It will 
not. When Julius Cesar revised the 
calendar he appointed an extra day 
every four years, and his calendar 
lasted until A. B. 1582. Now the 
ordinary year is 11 minutes 
and 11 seconds short of being 
3651 days in length, so that there isn’t 
really a full-sized extra day to be 
added to February, every four years. 
Cesar didn't know this, or didn’t care 
about it, and for 1600 years we kept 
borrowing from the future, until in 
1582 we'd borrowed 10 days. Pope 
Gregory XIII. started to correct this. 
He ordered October 5, 1582, to be called 
October 15th, and, to squarethings, 
ordered that centurial years should 
not, as a rule, be leap years. 

But if leap year is omitted regularly 
each hundredth year, we pay back 
nearly a day too much; so Pope Greg- 
ory further ordered that every centurial 
year which could be divided by 400 
should be a leap year after all. So we 
borrow 11 minutes each year from the 
future; more than pay our borrowin 
back by omitting fore leap years in 
three centuries, and finally square 
matters by having a leap year in 
the fourth centurial year. This ar- 
rangement is so exact that we borrow 
more than we pay back to the extent 
of only one day in 3866 years. Sixteen 
hundred was a leap year, 2000 will be, 
but 1900 will not be. Any centurial 
year that can be divided by 400 will be 
a leap year, |
